This announcement will be reoeived 
with surprise by the general public, 
though it has been known for some 
■eeks that such was the case, but 
only to a comparative few who had 
received the information in con- 
fidence. 

The Kentuckian got an inkling of 
the important news last week and at 
once wrote to the authorities at the 
Lakeland Asylum for the facts. To 
this letter the following reply «y 2s 
received : 
Dear Si 

The records of this office bIiow 
that Luther C. Radford was admit- 
ted by order of the Franklin Cir- 
cuit Court April 27, 1895, and es- 
caped from here Jan. 23, 1896. The 
Warden of the penitentiary at 
Frankfort was notified of Radford's 
escape. We have not heard any- 
thing from him since he escaped.

This brief letter tells the facts in a 
few words, but the story of Radford's 
crime, confinement and escape is one 
of unusual interest and is well worth 
repeating. 



chain of evidence the detectives were 
gathering against him. 

Radford belonged to a prominent 
family and his trial was the most 
noted ever held in the county. He 
was indicted for willful murder in 
March and his trial came off in Sep- 
tember 1885. It occupied a week 
and the array of counsel was so for- 
midable that the speeches occupied 
18 hours. Radford was then about 
36 years of age and was a constable 
of his district v.!.-.. L .__ r 
curred. He was a good looking 
y °^1 g J f f! 1 ? W ' exce edingly shrewd 
and nad hitherto borne a good char- 
acter. His kindred rallied to his de- 
fense and he had able and eloquent 
lawyers to represent him. The pros- 
ecution also was equally strong. 
The prisoner strenuously asserted 
his innocence and continues till this 
good day to do so. He entered a 
plea of not guilty and the following 
jury was empaneled:

There were numerous witnesses 
and the defense fought so desperate- 
ly for the prisoner's acquittal that a 
•mistrial was generally expected 
Messrs. A. H. Clark, C. H Bush! O. 

W. McPherson 
and Fenton Sims spoke for the de- 
feijBe and Jno. W. Payne, W R 
Howell. R. W. Henry and Jas. B. 
Garnett for the prosecution. The 
jury took the case Saturday after- 
noon, Sept. 26, and in fifteen minutes 
returned a verdict cf guiltv and fixed 
the punishment at life imprisonment.

Fearing that Mr. Lvons might have 
enough free-silver Republicans to 
elect Blackburn, the Republican 
leaders after a hurried conference de- 
cided not to run the risk of an at- 
tempt to elect Mr Carlisle until they 
could hold a caucus and count noses.

He was known to be 
bitter in his feelings towards Torian, 
who was not known to have any other 
enemy. Torian's relatives began to do 
some clever detective work and soon 
had a complete chain of circumstan 
tial evidence wound around Radford. 
Fearing that Radford would escape, 
they arrested him without a warrant. 
The arrest was made by Byron 
Torian, brother of the murdered man, 
Jacob Torian, Sr, and Jno. H. Pattil- 
. They found him at a neighbor's, 
yered him with their revolvers and 
he surrendered at once, exclaiming. 

~ know what it is for but I am inno- 
cent." They might have lynched 
him then and there, but the Toriaus 
and their friends were law abiding 
citizens and they brought their priso- 
ner to Hopkinsville, swore out a war- 
rant and lodged him in jail on Satur- 
day, Dec. 27, i days after the killing.

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In the old Monumental church, at 

Richmond, Va., which is one of the 
most remarkable houses of worship i:i 
America, there is a romantic object 
in th6 shape of a photograph of 
Wilkes Booth's double. It hangs in 
a dark corner of the old-fashioned 
vestry room and represents a man i 
)f life standing beside 

reased height and dig- 
long, straight hair is 
brushed straight back from the high, 
broad forehead, and the face — in 
every lineament — is said to be the 
image of Wilkes Booth as he would 
have appeared at that time. The re- 
semblance is certainly remarkable — 
the deep, black eyes, the shii]v?of the 
chin, mouth, cheeks, forehead, eye- 
brows and nose— and moreover there 
is a subtle similarity of expression to 
members of the Booth family that de- 
fies description. 

This man was Rev. John G. Arm- 
strong, paster of the church from 
1878 to 1884. But even to this day 
strange rumors of the final end of 
Wilkes Booth are to be heard in 
places where his friends and in- 
timates lived and talked long after 
tho assassination of President Lin- 
coln had passed into history. There 
are tales of a mysterious grave, of a 
body that tallied in some of its marks 
with those of Wilkes Booth and dif- 
fered materially in others, and an in 
tangible fabric of supposition built 
upon a series of gossiped incidents. 
However valueless these may be his- 
torically, they show an undercurrent 
that found an outbreak in the ro- 
mance of Mr. Armstrong, of th< 
Monumental church. 

The likeness of Mr. Armstrong tc 
Wilkes Booth was so startling that 
some people who had seen both men 
iouuu it Lard to Sriicve mat tney 
were not the same. The preacher's 
manner might be called dramatic. 
His movements and gestures had the 
repose and breadth that most actors 
require in following their art and liv- 
ing and working constantly before 
audience. He was, moreover, 
slightly lame, as Wilkes Booth would 
probably have been In consequence 
of the injury to his leg sustained in 
jumping from President Lincoln's 
Aside from this fact, Mr. Arm- 
strong's manner, voice and tempera- 
ment led to the conviction that were 
he not a priest he would have been a 
great actor. It is said that his 
daughter did subsequently go upon 
the stage and met with great sue- 
No subject of discussion was more 
constant in Richmond than the pos- 
sibility that Mr. Armstrong and 
Wilkes Booth were one and the same 
man. Mr. Armstrong strenuously 
denied the identity, but such details 
could not silence the rumors. There 
seemed, moreover 1 , to be a shadow 
over his antecedents. He came to 
Richmond a comparative stranger 
and claimed that he was a priest 
ordained in Ireland. An investiga- 
tion was quietly started to clear up 
the facts as to his past, but did not 
give entire satisfaction. In the 
midst of the constantly reiterated 
declarations and denials the clergy- 
man was accused of irregularities in 
his habits, and this again called forth 
the charge that he was not what he 
scorned to be. He finally resigned 
the rectorship of Monumental church 
and went to a city in the extreme 
south. Shortly after he left the 
ministry, he sank out of sight and 
died in obscurity. But even to the 
end the doubt as to his identity hung 
like a shadow over his life, and when 
on his deathbed, his last words were 
a denial— a pathetic, heart-broken 
denial that he was Wilkes Booth. 

The picture hanging in the vestry 
room of Monumental church is said 
to be the only one in existence of this 
strange man. The shadows that sur- 
round it screen the counterfeit fea- 
tures from even the glance of a casual 
visitor. But whoever climbs up and 
gazes into those eyes sees a human 
document so pregnant of possibilities 
that its very romance robs the place 
of its reality. Near by the altar lies 
enshrouded in its solemn hush. The 
church, even in its silence, seems 
alive with whispers, as each sound, 
however slight, is echoed around its 
haunted dome.— Philadelphia Times.

Gen. Joubert, of the Transvaal, is 
descended from Pierre Joubert, a na- 
tive of Motte d'Aigues, in Provence, 
and Suzanne Reyne de la Roque, 
married February 1, 1866, as the reg- 
istry of the Walloon community of 
Briil, in Holland, shows. They sailed 
for Marseilles on the ship Mt Sinai, 
as pilgrims to the Cape of Good 
Hope, where the Dutch East India 
company was founding a colony. 
They were Huguenots. The name of 
Joubert is distinguished in the an- 
nals of France. Paris commemorates 
in the name of a street only too well 
known to foreign visitors the repub- 
lican Gen. Joubert, who fought un- 
der Bonaparte at Castiglione and 
Rlvoli, and fell in the front of the 
tettle of Fovi, August 15, 1799. 
This was Napoleon's day. Joubert 
died In time to miss overtures which 
the directory intended to make to 
him, and which they were compelled 
by his death to make to Napoleon. 
Another Joubert, Laurent, was a 
medical writer of great ability in the 
sixteenth century, and Joseph Jou- 
bert, Sainte Beuve says, united "the 
humor of Sterne and Charles Lamb," 
with great subtlety and critical force.

nearly forgotten for a few years, un- 
til recently, when articles about the 
mysterious force which Keely lias 
lassoed and is trying to harness ap- 
peared in certain periodicals. That 
was an indication of a coming move- 
ment in motor stock, if not of the 

nouncement that John Jacob Astor 
and some other New York capitalist 
were negotiating for the purchaseof 
a controlling interest in the inven- 
tion, or discovery, and that Mrs. 
Bloomfield Moore, who has of late 
been Keely's chief financial backer, 
would retire. Now comes a state- 
ment from Mrs. Moore that the deal 
is off. Tho New Yorkers proposed 
to have the laboratory moved to 
New York, where they would erect a 
new building and back Keely to the 
extent of several million dollars. 
That settled it. Neither Keely nor 
Mrs. Moore would consent to the re- 
moval on any terms. 

In a correspondence growing out 
of the rupture of the negotiations, 
Mrs. Moore let3 in a little light ou 
the condition of the Keely "inven 
tion." She says that 23 years have 
passed since the original Keely mo- 
tor company was organized, and 
engine capable of practical use has 
yet been made. Keely constructed 
more than 100 engines before he dis- 
covered that the power which he im- 
prisoned in 1872 could never be har- 
nessed for mechanical use. It will 
be, in her opinion, 25 years before he 
obtains perfect control of the ma- 
chine that tie is now working on for 
serial navigation or for a railway 
traction engine. What she wants 
now is to have Keely teach his 
methods to some competent elec 
trician able to preserve his discov 
eries to the world in case of Mr 
Keely's death, and to have made 
known what he has really done for 
scieuce, and what will be done for 
commerce if the discoverer's life is 
spared a few years longer. The 
failure of the negotiations by which 
more capital was hoped to be ob- 
tained to keep Keely pegging away 
at his efforts to break in to harness 
the mysterious force which obstin- 
ately refuses to work is, Mrs. Moore 
naturally thinks, a misfortune, but 
she sticks to her refusal to permit a 
removal to New York for any money.

In the Malay peninsula, the ash of 
the leaf and leaf stalk is used instead 
of soap or fuller's earth in washing 
clothes, and a solution of the ash is 
often used as salt in cooking. In 
the Dutch Indies, the skin of the 
plantain is used for blackening 
shoes. The juice which flows from 
all cut parts of tho banana is rich in 
tannin, and of so blackening a na- 
ture that it may be used as aa indel- 
ible marking ink. In Java, the 
leaves of the "wax banana" are cov- 
ered on the under side with a white 
powder, which yields a valuable wax, 
clear, hard and whitish, forming an 
important article of trade. The 
ashes of the leaves, stem and fruit 
rind are employed in Bengal in 
many dyeing processes. In Siam, a 
cigarette wrapper is made from the 

Fiber is got from the stems of 
many kinds of bananas. The most 
valuable is the "Manila hemp" of 
commerce, which holds the chief 
place for making white ropes and 
cordage. Old ropes mado of it form 
■xcellent paper-making material, 
ih used in the United States for 
stout packing papers. The Manila 
hemp industry is a large one. About 
50,000 tons of fiber, valued at £3,- 
000,000, are annually exported from 
the Philippine islands. The Manila 
hemp plant is grown exclusively in 
the southeastern part of the Phil- 
ippines, and all attempts to grow it 
elsewhere have failed. Many articles 
are made from Manila hemp — mats, 
cords, hats, plaited work, lace hand- 
kerchiefs of the finest texture, and 
various qualities of paper. At 
Wohlau, in Switzerland, an industry 
has been started for making lace aud 
materials for ladies' hats from it. 
By a simple process it is mado into 
straw exactly resembling the finest 
wheat straw for plaiting.— Cham- 
bers' Journal.

A new system of electric railroad, 
which combines the advantage of the 
trolley and storage balrtery system, 
has now been practically tried in 
Hanover, which was the first to 
adopt it. Accumulators are pro- 
vided beneath the seats of the car, 
and charged during the time the car 
is traveling on the trolley road, re- 
ceiving current through the same 
feed wire as the trolley. When the 
d of the trolley line proper is 
ached the car continues on th< 
jck which heretofore liad been used 
a horse car line, relying for power 
absolutely upon the electricity stored 
in the accumulators during the trip 
over the trolley road. These elec- 
tric cars are now being used all over 
the city of Hanover, although the 
former electric trolley line was in- 
troduced in only a small part of it. 
This system solves a very difficult 
problem in a very simple manner, 
and seems to have a great future in 
store, provided that the storage 
batteries retain the keeping qualities 
as promised by the manufacturers at 
Hagen, Germany. A similar sug- 
gestion is made in a foreign electrical 
journal by an engineer named 
Muelle, but his idea is to use the 
stored electricity on steep grades.

If a barrel of flour will make 
500 pie crusts, then 60 barrels of 
flour are used daily In Boston for pie 
crust alone, or 21,900 barrels a year, 
worth, at $5 a barrel, $109,500. A 
fortune in pie crust! Assuming that 
each pie has a value of ton cents, it 
is found that the value of a day's 
supply of pie for Boston is $3,000, 
and a year's supply $1,095,000. 

If each pie were an inch thick one 
day's, supply, if placed one on top of 
the. other (supposing this could be 
done without injury to the bottom 
pie) would make a column 2,500 feet 
high, or 11 times as high as Bunker 
Hill monument, with 69 feet to 
spare.— Boston Globe. 

COMPARISON OF FOODS. 

Prof. Atwater's Experiments Put 
Cornmeal at the Head. 

Prof. Atwater's exhaustive studies 
and experiments in this line have led 
him to the conclusion that the great- 
est nutritive value in any kind of 
food of the samo specific cost is to be 
found in cornmeal. He finds that in 
ten pounds of the latter there are 
slightly over eight pounds of actual 
nutriment; in eight and one-third 
pounds of wheat there are over six 
and three-quarter pounds of nutri- 
ment; in five pounds of white sugar 
there are four and a half pounds of 
nutriment; in five pounds of beans 

there are four pounds Of nu ' 

in twenty pounds of potato 
are three and three-quarter pounds 
of nutriment; in twenty-fiv 
worth of fat salt pork there are three 
and a half pounds of nutriment; 
the same value of wheat bread there 
are two and a quarter pounds; in the 
neck of beef one and three-quarter 
pounds; in skim-milk cheese the 
same as the latter; in whole-milk 
cheese a trifle more than one and 
half pounds; in smoked ham and leg 
of mutton about the same; in eggs at 
twenty-five cents a dozen about seven 
ounces, and in oysters at thirty-five 
cents a quart about three ounces. 
This table will be found of value to 
those who wish to combine economy 
and nutritive possibilities in their 
selection of foods.— N. Y. Tribune.

with another seven years' police 
supervision. In all, 35 years of penal 
servitude for six thefts of objects 
whose value amounted to a fast dol- 
lars.

THE CROCODILE, 

A Fo# of His Peculiar Ways of'Trans- 
acting Business. 

There is little in tho animal king- 
dom that can look so dead and be so 
alive as a crocodile. Tho num- 
ber of unsuspecting persons who 
have taken him for a log and have 
failed to discover their mistake until 
it was too late to be of any benefit to 
them will never be known. 

In ancient times, several years 
prior to the British occupation of 
Egypt, some of the people of that 
country worshiped the crocodile as a 
god, there being nothing else like 
him. They fed him on dainties, and 
togged him out with jewelry. In 
Other parts of Egypt, however, the 
natives looked upon him as a devil. 
Having no firearms, thoy did not fill 
him with lead, but they managed to 
immolate him successfully with such 
weapons as were fashionable at that 
time. 

The crocodile is not so numerous 
In the Nile as he was in the days of 
the Rameses family; in fact, ho 
rather shuns the river now below the 
second cataract on account of the an- 
noyances Inseparable from tourist 
traffic. It seems impossible for a 
tourist to see a crocodile without 
trying to plug him with a revolver, 
and to a reptile that is fond of a quiet 
life this sort of thing is simply ' 
ferable. He will not molest a man 
unless he can take him at a disad 
vantage, and so long as a man doe 
not unthinkingly step on him the 
crocodile will go his way and calmly 
await his opportunity. 

He feeds on fish, but for a course 
dinner he would rather havi 
ity, black preferred, which shows 
there is no accounting for taste 
among reptiles. His methods for 
capturing large game are plural 
well as singular. Sometimes he will 
•irrOi: a liver b^:jk, psriiy covered 
with sand or mud, until an absent- 
minded native wanders within reach. 
Having grabbled his prey, he will 
waddle into the water and there 
drown the struggler. He will then 
drag his victim ashore and bury him 
in sand or mud, and w^ait for days be- 
fore he gorges himself — Pall Mall 
Gazette. 

THE BLACK VICTORIA. 

Queen Mabisa, Wife of the Lord of 
Khamas' Country, 

The South African imbroglio, says 
the New York Mail and Express, 
brings up an extradordinary charac- 
ter in that part of the world. This is 
Queen Mabisa, wife of King Khamas, 
the lord of Khamas' country. It is 
a rich populous land, and prospers 
greatly under its sovereigns. The 
qu(ien Is about 40, of medium height, 
great breadth, thickness and weight, 
and is as black as a coal. She dresses 
in black silk in the simplest London 
style, and uses almost no finery. She 
is a devout Christian and a pro" " 
tionist. She treats drunkennef 
a misdemeanor, but is more bitter 
against the seller than the tippler. 
She spends nearly all her re' 
charity of some sort. She is a liberal 
patron of churches, Sunday schools, 
day schools and needle work clubs. 
She entertains generously and to 
particularly kind to tho wives of ex- 
plorers and settlers. By many 
Africanders she is called "the Black 
Victoria." In the present trouble 
her people are keeping aloof from 
both sides and are praying that 
peace will be restored. 

Concentrated Fuel. 

A French naval engineer named 
d'Humy has invented a pressed oil- 
cake for use as fuel on ocean steam- 
ers. It is not affected by tempera- 
ture, is smokeless and odorless, can- 
not evaporate or cause explosions 
and burns only on tho surface, giv- 
ing out intense heat and leaving only 
from two to three per cent, of ash. 
A ton of this fuel is equal to 30 tons 
of coal and costs between five and 
ten dollars. 

"If the half of this story is true, 
says the Cincinnati Price Current, 
"and M. d'Humy really has got a 
substitute for coal which is less dirty, 
bulky and costly, while equally safe 
and powerful, he has opened the way 
to all sorts of marine possibilities. 
But discoveries of this kind have 
been made on paper a good many 
times before and it will be well to 
await results before growing enthu- 
siastic. " — Detroit Evening News.
